CHICAGO TO’ GET NEW 


COPPER WIRE PLANT 


(Br U»« Associated Press) 
HARBIN, Manchuria— Five sturdy 
Russian peasants, remnants of Gen­ 
eral Dieterich’s last small band of 
“W hites” who stood out against the 
Bolshevik! at Vladivostok until the 
decisive battle that settled the fate 
of that town, drifted into Harbin 
one night recently, having run the 
gauntlet of Chinese 
bandits from 
Kirin, 300 miles away. 
The experiences of these refugees 
were typical of those of thousands 
who were scattered broadcast when 
the anti-bolshevik campaign in Si­ 
beria 
finally 
failed. 
When the Russian wanderers ar­ 
rived the beach of the broad Sun­ 
gari river where the Chinese East­ 
ern 
railway 
crosses, 
connecting 
Moscow with the Pacific Ocean, was 
crowded with holiday makers from 
Harbin. Yachts and small boats dot­ 
ted the stream, and Chinese junks 
moved slowly 
before 
the 
wind 
against the swift current. One craft j 
approaching the shore attracted at- J 
tention. 
It was long 
and narrow 
with high prow and stern. Russian 
fashion, and carried a single sail. 
Nosing its 
way 
to shore 
a 
rope 
was flung out, followed a moment 
later by a tall, sun-tanned Russian 
of the Siberian type. He made the 
rope 
fast to a post, 
then 
slowly 
removed a shabby head-piece bear­ 
ing some resemblance to a fur cap 
and 
began 
crossing 
himself 
with 
the fervor of one who has reach­ 
ed haven after a perilous voyage. 
The holiday crowd drew nearer 
and watched the five occupants of 
the boat as they unloaded their few 
belongings, meanwhile plying them 
with questions. 
It 
soon 
became 
known the strange travelers were 
from 
Kirin, and they were given 
a warm welcome. 
For eighteen days they had drift­ 
ed down the river from that place, 
through 
a * bandit ‘infested region, 
headed for Harbin, the only Rus­ 
sian city not under Bolshevik rule. 
They hope hero to find some means 
of earning a living until better days, j 
when they may return to their own I 
country.

CHICAGO, Aug. 17.— One of the 
largest 
copper 
wire 
mills 
in 
the 
world with an ultimate capacity of 
70.000,000 pounds of copper wire 
a year, is expected to be complete 
late this year when a group 
of 
buildings 
now 
under 
construction 
at the Western Electric Company’s 
plant at Hawthorne is finished. 
The buildings and machinery will 
cost 
$2,500,000 
and will have 
a 
floor area of 96,000 square . feet. 
The output of copper wire will be 
devoted exclusively to telephone ap­ 
paratus. 
The rod mill plant will constat 
of three mills, one for roughing the 
copper billets into bars, an inter­ 
mediate mill for “ breaking down’ 
the bars, and a finishing mill for 
rolling them into one-quarter inch 
copper rods. 
The rods will be carried by mon­ 
orail to the pickling tanks and then 
to the wire drawing plant. The wire

machines will 
start 
with

The fight for the Republican nomination is an open one. 
The restraining influence that would have 
operated 
had 
President Harding lived to offer tor a second term are sud­ 
denly dissipated. The party is not committed to Coolidge as it 
was to Harding. Failure to nominate the Massachusetts states­ 
man can not be interpreted as a repudiation of his adminis- 
tration, as might have been the case had Harding lived and 
been rejected. The score or more prominent Republicans who 
are known to entertain Presidential aspiriation do not feel 
the slightest hesitancy about jumping in where the water is 
fine There will be also a plentiful array of favorite sons and 
dark horses who will cluster around waiting for the lightning 
to strike, just because anything might happen 
What is likely to turn up at the polls in November, 1924, 
likewise takes on a slightly different aspect now that the late 
President Harding has been eliminated. No man who is nomi­ 
nated by the Republicans will inherit opposition that Harding 
might have had. The Republican party can not make a cam­ 
paign on the administrative record of a man who is in his 
grave, and no more can the Dem ocrats wage their fight pri­ 
marily against that record. 
It is an open fight, both for the Republican nomination 
and the Presidential election, such as never before has been 
presented to American voters in modern times.
